DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 3 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant 
Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of LaBerge (US Patent 6,615,345). 

4. As per claims 1, 5, 7 and 10, AAPA clearly discloses a conventional method for checking 
the write delay time of a memory [page 2, paragraph 0003 - page 4, paragraph 0008]. Further, 
the applicant clearly admits that the difference between the conventional and the applicant's 
system is the north bridge chipset [page 8, lines 7-10]. The north bridge chipset is in charge of 
the works for checking the write delay time of the memory. However, the use of the north bridge 
in determining and adjusting the write delay time of a memory is not new. LaBerge clearly 
discloses a computer system utilizing the north bridge in adjusting the write delay time in 
memories [Fig. 7; col. 3, lines 6-16; col. 4, lines 36-65]. Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the cited 
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references as both are directed to determine and adjust the write delay time in memories. 
Moreover, it is more advantageous to utilize the north bridge in determining and adjusting the 
write delay time of a memory because the north bridge is physically more closer to the processor 
and the system memories [Fig. 7]. 



5. As per claim 2, AAPA discloses that steps are executed repeatedly with different write 
delay times to find a write delay time range of said memory [page 2, paragraph 0003 - page 4, 
paragraph 0008]. 

6. As per claims 3, 8, 9 and 12, AAPA discloses that computer system comprises a plurality 
of said memories, and said common write delay time is determined according to said write delay 
time ranges of said memories [page 2, paragraph 0003 - page 4, paragraph 0008]. 

7. As per claims 4, 6 and 13, AAPA discloses that common write delay time is an 
intersection set of said write delay time ranges [page 2, paragraph 0003 - page 4, paragraph 
0008]. 

8. As per claim 11, AAPA discloses that two steps are repeatedly executed to find a write 
delay time range of each of said memories [page 2, paragraph 0003 - page 4, paragraph 0008].
